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R. DINGLEY is reported to have said that, if any change 
in the tariff is made during the remnant of the term of 
the present Congress, it will have to be introduced in 
the Senate. In that event, no change need be expected. 

No important modification of the tariff could be effected in the 
Senate, as that body is now constituted. After the 4th of 
Mareh, however, when the Republicans will have a working 
majority in both Houses, they will be able to do what they 
please, subject, of course, to the power of their opponents in the 
Upper Chamber to delay legislation by debate. There is no 
reason to suppose that the so-called war tariff, by which the 
Dingley tariff was supplemented at the outset of the contest 
with Spain, will be essentially altered for a good many years to 
come. It has been demonstrated that the Dingley tariff does 
not vield sufficient revenue to meet the normal expenditures of 
the Government, economically administered, and, of course, the 
deficit must be made good either by loans, to which Mr. Cleve- 
land had recourse, or by retaining all or most of the additional 
war taxes. The latter will not only answer all demands, but 
will provide a surplus quite adequate for the purchase or con- 
struction of new war vessels, and for a considerable enlarge- 
ment of the standing army. From our surplus, also, we shall 
be able to subsidize lines of steamers running to our new insu- 
lar possessions, and thus, gradually, to create a useful naval 
reserve, 

THE Dreyfus affair is becoming as complicated as was the 
Schleswig-Holstein question, about which Lord Palmerston 
said that only one man had ever understood it, and he was 
dead. The prosecutions, military or civil, which have grown 
out of the original charge leveled against Alfred Dreyfus are 
already too numerous to be remembered, and the end is not yet. 
Dreyfus himself has given rise to two trials, first, the original 
court-martial, and now, the revision by the Court of Cassation. 
Zola has been tried twice on the charge of libeling the military 
authorities, and once for the damage done by his comments to 
certain alleged experts in handwriting. Esterhazy was court- 
martialed and acquitted; and, subsequently, court-martialed 
a second time, and dismissed from the army. Colonel Picquart 
Was court-martialed on the charge of communicating letters 
addressed to him by General Gonse to his friend Maitre Leblois, 
and he has since been arraigned before both a military and a 
civil tribunal on the accusation of forging the address on the 
famous petit bleu, or letter card, which led Picquart to make 
the researches that convinced him of Dreyfus’s innocence and 
of Esterhazy’s guilt. Should the Court of Cassation declare 
Drevfus innocent, Major Lauth, the subordinate of Colonel 
Henry, and a probable accomplice in the latter’s forgeries, is 
certain to be arrested, nor will he stand alone at the bar of 
retributive justice. More than one General and more than one 
Minister of War can be proved to have been an accessory 
atter the fact in the conspiracy of which Dreyfus has been, for 
four vears, the victim. 

THE exposure of corruption in the peerage made by Hooley, 
the notorious company-monger, has had the effect of eliciting a 
remarkable pronouncement from the Lord Chiet-Justice of Eng- 
land, Lord Russell of Killowen. The occasion was the annual 
pilgrimage of the Lord Mayor, the ex-Lord Mayor and other 
civic dignitaries to the Lord Chief-Justice’s Court. Lord Rus- 
sell pointed out that the abuses of the law relating to the forma- 
tion of companies with limited liabilities was undermining the 
high sense of public morality which it ought to be the common 
object of all interested in the good of the community to main- 
tain. He enumerated four kinds of fraud that are perpetrated 
in foisting stock exchange securities upon the market. He 
showed that, during the seven years, IS9L to 1807, there had 
been lost to the British community no less than $140,000,000, 
which had gone into unworthy pockets. These figures relate 
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only to companies compulsorily wound up, and exclude cases « 
reduced capital, or loss on the value of shares. The Lord Chiet 
Justice went on to say that it is not only by palming off imag 
nary or worthless property upon the public that imposition 
practiced. The plant or business transferred from an individu: 
to a corporation may be itself substantial and lucrative with 
certain limits. It might pay, for instance, a decent return 0) 
a million dollars. But suppose it to be overcapitalized at fis 
or ten millions of dollars, and the shares to be offered to th: 
public at a correspondingly inflated price, it is obvious. that, i: 
such a case, loss and failure are inevitable. Lord Russell indi 
cated to the magnates of the city of London the reforms which 
he thought should be made in the commercial code. The first 
object should be, he thinks, to assure the acquirement by thi 
public of all reasonable information regarding concerns inviting 
investment; the second, that all persons holding a fiduciary, o 
quasi-fiduciary position in such concerns should be compelled 
to make a complete disclosure of any interest they may possess, 
apart from the interests of the shareholders. In the opinion of 
the Lord Chief-Justice, the British criminal law requires 
strengthening, so few of the crimes committed in connection 
with company-promoting being, at present, punished. As to 
the talk about the danger of trammeling enterprise, Lord Russell 
said that he did not believe that any honorable and honest man 
who desires, according to his conscience, to discharge the trust 
that is imposed upon him, would suffer by any greater strin- 
gency of the law in giving effect to the two objects to which we 
have just referred. 


THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


LTHOUGH. the suggestions of the Executive with regard 
to the forms of government to be provisionally estab- 
lished in Puerto Rico and the Phihppines were reserved 
for a special communication to Congress at a later date, 

that part of the President’s annual message which referred to 
our foreign relations was of more than ordinary interest. We 
naturally turn with especial curiosity to those paragraphs in 
which the attitude of England, the work of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Commission, the construction of the Nicaragua Canal and 
the Chinese question were discussed. 

It was with peculiar satisfaction that we observed the regret- 
ful reference to the death of Mr. Ramsden, lately her Britannic 
Majesty’s consul, at Santiago, Cuba. The President does not 
mention the fact, although it is of course well known to our 
State Department, that it was Mr. Ramsden who thwarted a 
diabolical scheme, devised by Admiral Cervera, and who prac- 
tically caused Governor-general Blanco to issue the peremptory 
order which compelled the admiral to leave Santiago, although 
it might have been foreseen that the departure of his squadron 
would expose it to destruction at the hands of the American 
warships. Admiral Cervera had determined after the battle 
of July Ist that the moment American soldiers should be on 
the point of entering Santiago, he would turn all the guns of 
his squadron on the city, and without a trace of compassion for 
the resident non-combatants, including thousands of women and 
children, make of the place a ruin and a slaughter-house. Learn- 
ing of the abominable plan, Mr. Ramsden, on the evening of 
July Ist, telegraphed to the British consul-general at Havana, 
urging him in the name of humanity to invoke the governor- 
general’s interference. The consul-general did his duty. So 
prompt and firm were his remonstrances that the governor- 
general, dreading to provoke the resentment of Great Britain, 
consented after some hours’ delay to order Cervera not to fire 
upon Santiago under any circumstances, and to remove his 
squadron immediately from that port. Such were the memo- 
rable consequences of the timely and beneficent acts performed 
by Consul Ramsden, and it was fitting that they should be ac- 
knowledged in a President’s message. 

Cordial as are the terms in which Mr. McKinley recognizes 
the goodwill exhibited toward us by England throughout the 
recent war, we think it almost a pity that he did not officially 
point out the substantial proof of friendship, which we received 
at England’s hand, on or about the time when the contest be 
gan. It is not too much to say that we could not have entered 
upon the war, and must have borne in humiliating silence thi 
destruction of the Maine, as we had to bear the outrage perpe 
trated upon us in the Virginius affair, had not England decided 
to renounce the policy with reference to Cuba which she had 
persistently maintained for the preceding three-quarters of 
century. That policy was initiated by Mr. Canning, who, i 
1822, declared that ‘‘ What cannot or must not be is that an) 
great maritime power should get possession of Cuba,”’ and wh 
subsequently set forth the following reasons in a memorandu! 
addressed to the British Cabinet and proposing the despat hh « 
a squadron to Havana ‘‘to keep in check the Americans 
‘**The possession,’’ he said, ‘‘by the United States of both shor 
of the channel through which our Jamaica trade must pas 
would, in time of war with the United States, amount to 
suspension of that trade, and to a consequent total ruin 
a great portion of England’s West Indian interests.’’ TT! 
same position was taken by Lord John Russell in 1852, whe! 
commenting on our refusal to join Great Britain and Fran 
in a tripartite treaty by which the three countries should bi 
themselves to renounce forever all intention to obtain possess! 
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Cuba, he said: ‘‘If it be intended on the part of the United 
tates to maintain that Great Britain and France have no inter- 
t in the maintenance of the present sfatus quo in Cuba, and 
it the United States have alone a right to a voice in that 
itter, her Majesty’s government at once refuses to admit such 
claim.’’? He went on to say that, while fully admitting the 
eht of the United States to reject the proposed tripartite treaty, 
‘reat Britain must at once resume her entire liberty of action; 
d, upon any occasion that might call for it, be free to act 
nely, or in conjunetion with other powers as to her may seem 
‘With the launching of the Nicaragua.and Panama Canal 
hemes, the interest taken in Cuba by Great Britain and France 
came vastly augmented. The United States soon saw that it 
is hopeless to contest the view that the Cuban question was 
it exclusively American, nor even one in which they and Spain 
were alone concerned, and, in 1875, at the time of the Virginius 
fair, they recognized the European rights claimed by Lord 
John Russell twenty-three years before, by asking the Western 
Powers to countenance the intervention in Cuba which our gov- 
rnment was then contemplating. Both of the Western Powers 
eturned unfavorable replies, but we have the authority of the 
late Hamilton Fish, then Secretary of State, for asserting that, 
had England then held herself aloof from France, as she did 
in the spring of the present year, our intervention would have 
proceeded, and General Grant would have saved President 
McKinley the labors and anxieties of his recent enterprise. 
But, it may be asked, what are we to think of the denials 
made by M. Hanotaux, who, last spring, was the French Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, and by Count Cassini, who, at present, 
is the Russian Embassador at Washington? Both of these gen- 
tlemen have issued statements which purport to disclaim any 
intention on the part of the Powers which they represent to 
bring about a so-talled ‘‘Cuban Concert,’’ or to restrain us 
from interposing in Cuba to the detriment of Spain. We say 
‘‘purport,’” for, if their statements be closely inspected, it will 
be found that certain words, which we italicize, involve a quib- 
ble as to the date at which the movement to organize a Cuban 
concert hostile to our interests was instituted. M. Hanotaux 
has put forth through the American press a denial that France 
ever contemplated, at any period during the war, espousing 
Spain’s quarrel. Count Cassini, on his part, has allowed him- 
self to be interviewed for the purpose of repelling the widely- 
circulated statement that Great Britain declined to join the 
other powers in a move for intervention during the war be- 
tween Spain and the United States. Asa matter of fact, the 
threatened European intervention against this country was un- 
der discussion before the war. It was while the committee of 
inquiry appointed by the President was investigating the cause 
of the destruction of the Maine, and when it was foreseen that 
American public opinion would force Congress to declare war 
unless the European powers should interfere, that Austria and 
France sounded the other European countries as to the project 
of collective action on Spain’s behalf. They found Russia will- 
ing, for once, to follow her ally, but Germany made her adhe- 
sion to the proposed Cuban concert contingent on the co-opera- 
tion of Great Britain. When the Salisbury government was 
approached, however, it astounded France by announcing that 
it had determined to renounce the attitude with reference to 
Cuba which it had maintained for three-quarters of a century, 
and, moreover, that it would not promise to maintain a neutral- 
ity, in case the Continental powers should undertake to coerce 
the United States. Thereupon, as we scarcely need to say, the 
snowball, which had been gathering size and momentum as it 
had been rolled from Vienna and Paris to St. Petersburg and 
Berlin, vanished, to use an expressive Americanism, ‘“‘like a 
snowball in hell.’? All this, however, took place just before 
the outbreak of the war, and M. Hanotaux and Count Cassini 
are probably right in saying that, since the war began, the atti- 
tudes of their respective governments toward the United States 
have been ostensibly friendly. We have here recited the facts, 
ind, if any official representative of France or Russia shall ven- 
ture to deny them under his signature, we make bold, on our 
part, to affirm that the vouchers for the facts will be forthcom- 
ing from the British Foreign Office. 

The President’s reference to the work of the Anglo-Ameri- 
‘an Commission, now sitting at Washington, was very cau- 
tiously expressed; nevertheless, if read between the lines, it 
will be found to commit our Executive to an approval of a 
diminution of the tariff barriers which, at present, divide us 
from the Dominion of Canada. ‘‘It is,’’ he said, ‘‘the earnest 
vish of this government to remove all sources of discord and 
irritation in our relations with our neighbors on our northern 
iorder.’’? He added that, notwithstanding the existing restric- 
tions, the trade between the United States and the Dominion 
s constantly increasing, and he pronounced it important to both 

uuntries that ‘‘all reasonable facilities should be granted for 
ts development.’’ It will be observed that he does not name 
ie word “‘reciprocity,’’ but that he names the thing; for only 
y reciprocity, or by a considerable advance in that direction, 
in reasonable facilities for the development of our trade with 
wnada be afforded. The truth is that the denunciation of the 
rmer reciprocity treaty by our government, after the close of 
ur Civil War, was a misfortune to both countries. That it 
hut off Canada from the best market for her raw products is 
inanifest enough, but the loss imposed on the United States, 
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though less obvious, has been considerable. In 1865, we monop- 
olized the Canadian market for manufactured articles, where 
as, since our denunciation of the treaty, the Canadians have 
been compelled to organize factories of their own, which, natu- 
rally, are opposed to a renewal of reciprocity. Then, again, 
Canadian grain, which, formerly, came to us to pay for our 
manufactures, and was shipped by us, in conjunction with our 
own surplus, to Europe, now goes directly from Canadian ports 
to Liverpool, where it competes with our shipments, and pre 
vents us from dictating the price of wheat. While, however, 
a convincing argument can be made for a renewal of reciprocity 
from the viewpoint of American interests, it is doubtful whether 
due weight would be attached to it, had not a kind of revolution 
taken place in American sentiment toward England. So long 
as we looked upon Canada as the dependency of a power pos- 
sibly hostile, of the only European power, in truth, with which, 
up to the present year, we had ever been involved in war, we 
were unwilling to do anything which, however beneficial to 
oursel ve Ss, would have also the effect of devel ping Canadian 
resources. Now, however, that we must needs regard the 
Dominion as the dependency of the best friend, and, in fact, 
the only friend that we possess in Europe, it is plain that the 
situation has been completely changed. 

In those paragraphs of the message which are devoted to 
the Nicaragua Canal, the President somewhat ambiguously says: 
That the construction of such a maritime highway is now, mor 
than ever, indispensable to intimate and ready intercommunics- 
tion between our eastern and western seaboards, and that our 
national policy, now more imperatively than ever, ‘calls for its 
control by this government,’’ are propositions which Congress 
will duly appreciate and wisely act upon. It will be observed 
that Mr. McKinley does not distinctly commit himself to the 
assertion that the control of the canal ought to belong to the 
United States exclusively. This he could not say without repu- 
diating by implication the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which ex- 
pressly provides that the control of any canal cutting the Ameri- 
can Isthmus shall be vested in the United States and Great 
Britain jointly. As our Executive is well aware, the proper 
course to pursue about the treaty is to make, through our State 
Department, friendly overtures for its abrogation, and, since 
the message was read, a bill has been introduced in Congress 
authorizing measures to that end. The London Spectator, 
which is an influential Unionist journal, has twice expressed 
the opinion that the British Foreign Office ought to agree to 
an annulment of the treaty upon no other condition than a 
promise that our government will promptly construct the water- 
way. Itis probable enough that some additional condition or 
consideration may be suggested, but, in view of the changed 
feeling of Americans toward England, we have no doubt that 
the matter can be amicably arranged. 

We come, lastly, to the President’s remarks on the relation 
of the United States to the present state of things in China. 
Mr. Mckinley does not hesitate to say that our position among 
nations and our possession of a long Pacific coast and of a con- 
stantly expanding trade with the Far East gives us an equitable 
claim to consideration and friendly treatment, and he proceeds 
to declare that it will be his aim to subserve our large interests 
in that quarter by all means appropriate to the constant policy 
of our government. Just what 1s meant by the use in this place 
of the phrase ‘‘the constant policy of our government’? may 
seem, at first sight, uncertain, but we must bear in mind that, 
while we have studiously refrained from interference in Kuro- 
pean quarrels, yet, on the other hand, we have not failed to 
resent and punish any interference with our peaceful commerce, 
as was memorably proved in the case of the Barbary States. 
For the moment, the President takes for granted that, in those 
parts of the Chinese empire which have passed under the con- 
trol of certain European powers, there is a ‘‘prospect’’ that the 
vast commerce which the energy of our citizens and the neces- 
sity of our staple products for Chinese uses have built up in 
those regions, may not be prejudiced through any exclusive or 
discriminative treatment by the new occupants. He holds that 
this ‘‘prospect’”’ obviates the need of our country becoming an 
actor in the scene. The inference is that if, at any time, the 
prospect should become overcast, or should entirely vanish, 
then he would recognize the necessity of our taking an active 
part in the solution of the Chinese problem. The conditional 
statement is subsequently repeated in asomewhat different form. 
After pointing out that Kiao-Chou, Wei-hai-Wei and Talienwan 
have been leased to Germany, Great Britain and Russia re- 
spectively, Mr. McKinley says of that, 7/, at those ports, no 
discriminating treatment of American citizens and their trade 
be found to exist, or be hereafter developed, the desire of this 
government would appear to be realized. Again, it is a fair 
deduction from the President’s words that, if American citizens 
should hereafter encounter discrimination at the points named, 
then the desire of this government would not be realized, and 
some positive action upon our part might be called for. This 
part of the message may, upon the whole, be construed as a 
warning to the St. Petersburg government that, unless we con- 
tinue to enjoy our treaty rights in Talienwan and also in New- 
chwang, upon which Russia is believed to have designs if she 
has not already occupied the town, we may be driven into co- 
operation with England and Japan and such other powers as 
are determined to maintain the ‘‘open door,”

night I saw a dismal group collected around a newly 
posted pronunciamento at the corner of Zulueta and 
Obrapia Streets, and heard two old men bewailing the 
new-fangled notions superimposed upon a_ helpless 
people by the Americanos, I stepped close to where 
a soldier was guarding the signboard with fixed bayo 
net, and found it to be the following decree, which 
translated into English read thus:

Passing down the newly cleansed street, I caught 
the doleful strains of a song which has gained vogue 
since I tirst heard one of the Spanish prisoners sing it 
in the trenches before Santiago, It is known here 
about as the Reina Regente song, for it closes with a 
prayer for the Queen Regent which at least has the 
merit of sincerity. From what I recall of the words 
as the Spanish prisoner sang them I can give this free 
version which may serve for the sense if not the poetic 
spirit of the song: 

In Cuba, the Pear! of the purple Foam, 
Shimmering in rainbow sheen, 

Defended by us, abandoned at home, 
Thou wert the Queen. 

Behold the slim palm on the crest of the hill 
Breasting the tempest alone! 

O Queen, ‘tis thy son, last Prince of Castile, 
On his tottering throne! 

Though lost be our battles, our soldiers undone, 
And an end be here to thy reign,
